The Silver Men Achieve A Victory 
!• tu« Honar. 


WASBWOTOS, March 16.—Tho first 


test vote on the silver question was 
taken in. the House to-day. Bland in- 
troduced a rssolntion providing lor the 
suspension of the roles to take np the 
adverse report of the Committee on 
Coinage, Weights and Measures on bis 
bill providing for the free coinage of 
silver. It took a two-thirds vote to take 
the bill np ont o( its ord«r. The reso- 
lution proTides that the bill shall. b« dis- 
cussed for nix dsys and that tli8 final 
vote o» its passage sh»H be taken at 3 
?. it. on April 8th. The issue before 
the Honse was clear cut. Hisoock op- 
posed it on the ground that Toting for 
it was practically voting for free coinage. 
He «ald that it was clear that no law 
«pspending the coiiiage of filter could 
pass. By toting this resolution down 
the present law would be maintained. 
He concluded by saying that the discus- 
sion of the bil), although it was reported 
adversely, would result in Hi passing 
the House, and he urged those opposed 
to free coinage to vote against the reso- 
lution. Peters, of Kansas, said that the 
House was steadily moving towards free 
coinage and that th« discussion of the 
Bland bill would end iu its adoption. 


The issue was clearly made by the 


friends and enem-.ea of silver, and the 


. vote was watched with much interest. 
The Tote stood 179 for taking up the 
bill to 87 against. The debate on the 
(jUfstiom will, therefore, begin n»it Sat- 
urday »nd continue on the 28th and 
April 3d, 6th, 7th, and 8tb, when a rote 
will be taken. 
Henley, Felton, Morrow 


and Markham voted to take up the bill 
for consideration. While some toted 
jor th« resolution who will vote against 
the bill, yet it is the universal opinion 
that the bill providing for free coinage 
will pass the House. 


Representative Little to-day intro- 


duced a bill in the House providing that 
the President may cause silver dollars 
to be coined on private account in un- 
limited quantities if he shall succeed in 
reaching an agreement with at least two 
leading European nations to do the 
same. The President is also authorized 
to appoint a commission to negotiate 
treaties upon' satisfactory 
assurance 


from at least two such nations of their 
desire to enter into the proposed ar- 
rangement. 


A prominent Chicago stock firm re- 


ceived a telegram yestnrday saying Mr. 
Huntingtoa had gone West, and had de- 
clined all further negotiations in the 
transcontinental matter. Betas bought 
four steamers and will put them in act- 
tve competition with the Pacific Mail in 
the California coasting trade. 
A cut of 


$40 in passenger rates between Now 
York and San Francisco is expected, and 
the Pacific Mail say they will cut that 
rate in two if necessary. In a telegram 
to another firm President Crocker of 
the Central Pacific says three of the 
steamers will be put on immediately. 


, March 16.—The Home 


Committee on Foreign Affairs resumed 
the consideration of the Chinese ques- 
tion this morning. 
Henley appeared 


before the committee and was cross-ex- 
amined at length by the various mem- 
bers on different phase* of the Chinese 
aril, when he withdrew. The commit- 
tee, by a vote of 7 to 6, decided to lay 
aiide the further consideration of the 
Morrow bill and take up the bill provid- 
ing for the payment of damages to the 
sufferers of the Bock Spring assault. 
Chairman Belmont (D.), of New York, 
who cast the deciding vote, declared 
himself opposed to the Morrow bill on 
the ground that it is iu violation of 
treaty obligations. The Chinese claim 
$160,000 for the injury inflicted upon 
the Chinamen personally and for the 
loss of property in the Bock Springs 
riot. It is said that the sentiment of 
the committee is strongly in favor of 
reimbursing the Chinese, and a bill to 
that effect will doubtless soon be re- 
ported to the House. 


The motion to postpone the Morrow 


bill was made by Phelps (R.), of New 
Jersey. A long discussion ensued, in 
which all of the members of the com- 
mittee took part. The Republican mem- 
bers voted for postponement, and with 
the aid of two Democratic votes, those 
of Messrs. Belmont and Worthington, 
succeeded in carrying their point. It 
was urged that it would be illogical to 
consider the Morrow bill, which looked 
on'iy to an infraction of the treatj obli- 
gationi, when the committee would be 
called upon afterwards to consider 
Henley's bill, which proposed the abro- 
gation of the treaty in its entirety. The 
Republicans also spoke in interest of 
Secretary Bayard's diplomacy, which, 
Phelps said, the Democrats seemed 
r.ither to ignore or despise. H» was 
now left to make a settlement with a 
foreign Power in a matter of the greatest 
delicacy, to satisfy China for the mur- 
der of some icorei of her subjects, and 
to propose now any legislation not cal- 
culated to apprise the Chinese mind 
would only add fresh complication! to 
the treatment of the main subject at the 
State Department. The legislation pro- 
posed was not calculated to induce the 
Chinese Government to accept meas- 
ures of compromiie and fair redress, 
but were 
measures 
which 
would 


certainly aggravate the feeling of ani- 
mosity and hostility which already ex- 
isted. Under these circumstances it 
was thought to be unjust to the Secre- 
tary of State that these measures should 
be taken np until the hands of the Sec- 
retary were loosened by the accomplish- 
ment of something in the direction of 
latisfying the claims of indemnity which 
China had presented. 


Morrow will address a letter to Secre- 


tary Bayard to-morrow, in which he 
will argue the illegality of the ruling of 
the Treasury Department allowing Chi- 
nese in transit to enter this country.

The totals for the first two months of 
1886, 1885 and 1884 were respectively 
182,533,190,258 and 180,814. Of brand- 
ies we received 362 gallons in February of 
1886, one year ago last February, 2,008 
gallons arrived, and in the same month 
of 1884, 2,559 gallons. The cutting of 
freight rates has induced some activity 
among buyers. With the exception of 
this little spurt, trade has been quiet, 
Mr. Wetmore'g exertions, toward a 
change in the revenue laws affecting 
domestia wines and fruit brandies are 
causing much talk and will have impor- 
tant effects if his views are carried out.

Only a short time ago the Chinese 


were rapidly obtaining a monopoly of 
the boot and ahoa manufacturing busi- 
ness in this city. Most of tho shops 
were crowded with them. They either 
took the places of white operatives or 
prevented whites from being employed. 
The manufacturers were warned of the 
dangerous course they were pursuing. 
For a time Chinese waa found to be 
cheaper than white labor. 
As soon, 


however, as the Cbinete learned to be 
expert in making boots and shoes they 
opened shops of their own, in wbicb 
they undersold their former employers. 
Whin this fuel was brought home to 
the white manufacturers they discovered 
the error they had committed, and in 
obedience to the demands of the labor 
organizations dismissed their Chinese 
workmen and supplied their placet with 
whites. The result baa been a report 
from the Anti-Cbiues* Labor League 
that there is not now a Cbinaman work- 
ing in any boot and shoe manufactory 
owned by whitemen in this city. Thus 
the diguily of white labor has been vin- 
dicated, »ud a standard of fair wages 
establiahed.^^^^^^^

in the Boat and ia supplanting progress- 
ive tnohrti which it resemble! in gen- 
eral form.

gressive euchre; only in drive-whist the

At the end one couple at each 
table has won a number of points and 
the other has lost. Tho gentlemen then 
make a record, each on his card, of the 
points won or lost with the names of 
the other couple. The being couple 
at the table th«n change places, each 
going to the next table, and the losing 
conple at the head table going to the 
vacant place at the foot. Another hand 
is doalt and played, another record 
made, another change of positions fol- 
lows, and the game goes on. At the 
close of the game, wben the number of 
games previously decided upon have 
been played, each couple adds together 
all the points won null all lost, and this 
determine* the difference. The couple 
that has won the greatest number of 
points is entitled to tha head prize. 
The prizes are provided by the host or 
hostess, or if a club meets to play it 
procures prizes from its club fund for 
that purpose. Thn score cards are given 
to the ladies at the completion of the 
game.
